L11.A Under authority of Section 19-2-104, UCA, 1953, as
anmended, persons engaged in operations which result in air
pollution may be required to file periodic reports to evaluate
air pollution em ssions fromsuch operations. Al so, under 19-2-
104, owners or operators of stationary air pollution sources may
be required to install and maintain nonitoring devices to neasure
their em ssions.

I11.B. CRI TERI A POLLUTANTS EM SSI ONS | NVENTORY

The owner or operator of a stationary source of air
pol lution which emts 25 tons/year or nore of any air contam nant
must submit a report of em ssions fromthe installation at |east
every third year or as determ ned necessary by the Executive
Secretary and as required by 40 CFR 51.321 and 51.322. Included
in these em ssions inventory reports are rate and period of
em ssion, specific polluting installations, conposition of the
air contam nant, type and efficiency of air pollution control
equi prent, and any other information necessary to quantify
operation, determ ne pollution em ssion, evaluate pollution
control and determ ne reasonable further progress toward
attai nnent of the National Anmbient Air Quality Standards.

1. D PLANT | NSPECTI ONS

Pl ant inspections are nmade of all industries in Uah at
| east once each year to insure conpliance with applicable rules
and regul ations. During these inspections the process, em ssion
inventory data, and emi ssion controls are verified and eval uat ed,
and the overall conpliance status is determ ned. Additional
i nspections are conducted as necessary.

1. E. EM SSI ON TESTI NG

Stack tests may be required to be performed by the source
owner or operator to verify conpliance with Federal Standards of
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Performance of New Stationary Sources and, whenever determn ned
necessary, to ascertain conpliance with em ssion linmtations.

The testing procedures required for use in determ ning
conpliance wll be those contained in 40 CFR Part 60. O her
equi val ent testing procedures may be used if approved by the
Executive Secretary and the Regional Adm nistrator, EPA Region
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
